And be it remembered, be it expscially re- 
membered, by, the millions of ten-bour la- 
borers on the outside, the anfavored side, 
of the public yards and workshops, that 
they, when the tax-gatherer comes along, 
must contribute from the proceeds of their 
long and hard days’ works to pay the dis- 
proportionate wages of the thousands who 
do the short days’ works, If the hosts of 
weary and needy toilers throughout the 
country can calmly and contentedly stand 
this reflection, they have an amount of 
patience or stolidity or abjectness that we 
cannot consider an adornment of human 
nature. 

This immense favoring of Government 
laborers not only to the exclusion but at 
the expense of all the other laborers can- 
not fail to operate badly in vartous ways. 
The messes of laboring men, finding, that, 
by getting places in the employment of the 
Government, they wjll have an easy time 
and po reduction of wages, will make a 
_ Push for such places. All places of the kind 
will be regarded by laborers just as offices 


are now regarded by politicians. Senators 
and members of Congress and heads of 


Departmenta and all persons of supposed 
influence will find themselves beset on all 
sides. Hoes, spades, plows, scythes, wag- 
ons, rakes, and pitchforks, will be thrown 
aside in the general scramble for alt- 
‘uations in the public workshops. The 


periodical speetucte of place-hunting will 


be more disgusting than ever, and among 
twenty or thirty hunters not more than 
one upon an average will hunt successfully, 
and the rest, instead of returning to their 
business, win generally, like the disap- 
pointed seekers for pSlitical appointments, 
turn loafers and await the next chance.

Grant on Protectorates. 

The New York Tribune says that Pres- 
ident Grant makes no concealment of his 
views:as to the propriety of extending pro- 
tectoratesover the countries south of us, 
if we are. to believe a Washington tele 
gram.” ‘We are not aware that any of the 
Countries south of us have asked that we 
establish protectorates over them. We have 
no information that any of them have lin- 
timated that they desire or are even willing 
that we establish protectorates over them.

There is more apparent reason just 
now why a protectorate should be estab- 
lished over the United States than why 
the United States should establish protec- 
torates over the countries south of us. Let 
us falfill our just obligations to our own peo- 
ple, protect life, liberty, and property, ex- 
tend the blessings of free government to the 
South, abandon profligate expenditures for 
criminal and corrupt purposes, cease to 
pile up the public debt, relieve the people 
from the taxation that is crushing them to 


death, lay a heayy hand upon the hordes | 


of robbers whose accursed footprints cover 
all the land, and, by the time we succeed 
in accomplishing this, we shall preb- 
ably find that we have done quite 
without going down toward the South Pole 
to find countries to extend protectorates 
over.
